LIQUOR TANG IN

TO $30,000 CATCH 


Dry Agents Open Tank at New 
York and Find Wines, 


‘Brandies and Whisky.

NEW YORK, May § 17.—Rare 
wines, brandies and whisky valued 
at $30,000 were seized aboard. the 
Munson liner Munamar, from Nas- 
sau, today, after Government 
agents had smelled their way to 
the hiding place of 2800 bottles.

NEW YORK, May 17.—Angry 
because she had spurned his love 
and ejected him from her apart- 
ment, Horatio Colombres, 37 years 
old, an Argentine, shot and killed 
Maria Montero, 27-year-old Span- 
ish dancer in her studio here yes- 
terday, and then shot himself. He 
was removed to the City Hospital. 
where he died this morning. 

Miss Montero, throughout 
colorful career, which took . 
from her native Seville to 
Foiles Bergere and Olympia 
Paris and the Alhambra in Lon- 
don, had had many suitors. The 
King of Spain, it had been gos- 
siped, had given her a shawl, and 
many other tributes had been paid 
to her Castilian beauty and her 
slately grace. R 

Colombres was the tatest of her 
suitors. Since October he had 
been living in her studio, where 
pupils who came to take dancing 
lessons had become accustomed to 
seeing him at all hours of the 
day. It was on Monday that, 
learning he had a wife and chil- 
dren in Paris, she told him their 
love was at an end. 

Tuesday he got his automatic 
pisto] from a friend, saying he 
wanted to seli it to get enough 
money to take him away from 
New York and the woman who had 
hurt him. Yesterday afternoon, 
he entered’ the Rodin Studios. 
where Miss Montero tived, his hat 
drawn down over his eyes, 
the weapon in his pocket. 

Paced Hallway an Hour. 

For an hour he paced the sec- 
ond floor hallway outside her 
apartment. Dancing pupils. com- 
ing in and out, saw him, but did 
not see the look in his eyes. He 
rang the bell, and was admitted 
by a girl friend of .the dancer 
With her in the large room was a 
pupil. 

“Where 
lombres, 


is Maria?’ asked C»- 
They told him she was 
preparing supper. He stepped 
into the kitchen. The two young 
women heard a bitter quarrei, but 
it was a common occurrence be- 
tween the temperamental dancer 
and her suitor. So they closed the 
door and paid no further attention. 
Suddenly. a shot sounded, the 
kitchen door opened and Miss 
Montero staggered out and fell. 
The two young women screamed 
for the elevator man. who called 
the police, who found Miss Mon- 
tero dead and Colombres lying be- 
sides the body, a bullet hole in his 


right temple. 

On the table in the kitchen, de- 
tectives found four letters written 
by Colombres. One partly in 
Spanish and partly in English. was 
addressed to the police depart- 
ment. The English part read, in 
almost the same words he had ut- 
tered as he lay on the floor be- 
side the body of the woman he 
killed. “] loved her dearly, and I 
always did. She did not care for 
me. Life without her is not worth 
while.” 

Three Letters in Spanish. 

The other three letters were in 
Spanish. One was addressesed to 
the Argentine Consu! Genera] in 
New York, another to Miss Grace 
Williams of New York. with whom 
he lodged unti) last fall. 

Miss Williams said Colombres 
had come there about a year ago. 
and had remained until October. 
Every two months she said, he re- 
ceived a check for $35¢C from his 
family in Argentina. 

Because he was reputed to:have 
won a doctor’s degree in Paris he 
was usually called “Doc,” Miss 
Williams said. He frequented 
Broadway night clubs and resorts. 
at one of which he is supposed to 
,have met the dancer.

The father of the boy led the 
searchers last night, being finally 
compelled to stop through exhaus- 
tion.

States Marine Corps. 

Japanese soldiers worked active- 
ly providing quarters for several 
hundred of their troops near ths 
former Austrian Legation and 
strengthening their defenses. 

Valuables Are Stored. 

British Nationals were warned 
by their legation to be prepared to 
move into the legationm quarter at 
short notice. Valuables were being 
sent for safekeeping by both Ch:- 
nese and foreigners to the various 
Legations. 

A new heavy wall of masonry 
rose along the western boundary of 
the Legation quarter, which already 
is protected by the great Tartar 
wall on the south. Heavy gates 
encased in iron sheeting barred 
the entrances to the Chinese city 
on the north. Along many points. 
in the enclosing wall néw loop- 
holes were cut to permit freer use 
of machine guns. 

American troops were assigned 
to defend the southern boundary, 
marked by the Tartar wall. They 
shared the western boundary with 
the British. The French took the 
east boundary end the Japanese, 
falians and British the north. 

1650 Men Available. 

In the case of an emergency, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Holcomb as 
senior officer would assume con:- 
mand of the international force 
of 1650 defending the quarter. 
This force includes. 450 American 
marines, 325 British infrantrymen, 
400 French colonel troops, 35°

HOUSE PASSES BARGE. 
UNE EXTENSION BL 


Measure Authorizes Service on 
Mississippi Tributaries, In- 
cluding the Missouri. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
20-23 Wyatt Building. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—With- 
out a record vote, the House today 
passed the bill sponsored by Rep- 
resentative E. E. Dennison (Rep.), 
Illinois, increasing the capitaliza- 
tion of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration from $5,000,000 to $165,- 
000,000 and authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to extend the Govern- 
ment operated barge line services 
on the Mississippi River and its 
ributaries, excepting the Ohio. The 
passage of the bill opens the way 
for establishment of a barge line 
on the Missouri River. 

In addition to increasing the 
capitalization of the barge line 
services, the bill declares that it is 
the policy. of Congress to continue 
Government operation until there 
shall be navigable channels in the 
rivers where the corporation op- 
erates, adequate terminal facilities 
for water and rail service and rea- 
sonable joint rail and water rates 
established. Representative Allen 
T. Treadway (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
attempts to have 
this portion of the bill nullified. 

Sale or Lease Regulation. 

The bill also lays down strict 
regulations for the sale or lease of 
the present or future services by 
stipulating that the Secretary of 
War cannot dispose of the services 
to any person, firm or corporation 
directly or indirectly connected 
with railroad lines, and then only 
after the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has appraised ~the 
property and the sale or lease is 
approved: by the President. 

In his bill the House has taken 
the position that the. Interstate 
Commerce Commission must com- 
pel ‘the railroads to make joint 
rates with the water lines service, 
whether operated by the Govern- 
ment or’ private interests. The bill 
authorizes the commission to direct 
common carriers to join with the 
rail. carriers in through routes and 
joint rates, and to fix reasonable 
minimum differentials between all 
rail rates and joint rates and wa- 
ter rates. If the railroads fall to 
agree upon equitable divisions 
within 120 days, the commission 
itself shall determine and establish 
reasonable division of rates. 

Rail Co-operation Necessary. 

“It is absolutely necessary, not

The student 
is urged to investigate truth in- 
dependently of the § teacher’s 
word.” The ultimate solution of 
combining classical learning with 
the modern personal search for 
truth has not been reached, he 
said. 

Dr. Dora Wagner, woman high 
school teacher of Dresden, ex- 
plained how Germany has enlarged 
the usefulness of its schools by 
class excursions and “health 
farms.” 

Tours Made by Classes. 

“Entire classes with their teach- 
er,” she said, “make tours of a 
week or more into other states to 
study geography, plant life, local 
history and customs. Because of 
financial conditions, the pupils 
travel fourth class and stay at 
‘community inns* where food and 
lodging m.ay be had for five cents 
a night by children under 16 and 
ten cents a night by older ones. 
Many of these inns are luxurious 
castles converted into dormitories 
for students and wandering groups 
of young workmen, 
“Fo improve the child's health 
old farm houses have been turned 
into supplementary schools where 
each class may spend at least a 
week in each year comparatively 
free from the burdens of book 
learning.”

Twenty Cars Destroyed and 
Seven Are Damaged in 
Lebens Establishment on 
Cherokee and Gravois

Damage estimated at $65,000 was 
caused by a fire at the Lebens 
Hudson-Essex Co., Gravois avenuc 
and Cherokee street, at 5 p. m. 
yesterday. 

Two mechanics were working on 
an automobile when it backfired, 
igniting oil and grease on the ga- 
rage floor, the blaze spreading 
quickly. The clothes of one me- 
chanic, Maurice Martin, caught 
fire; but he extinguished the flames 
by rolling on the floor. He was 
slightly burned. 

Twenty-seven automobiles were 
stored in the garage. Twenty of 
them, icluding 18 new ones, were 
burned to the chassis; 
were damaged. A fire wall sepua- 
rated the garage from the sales- 
rooms and prevented further dan- 
age. 

Fifteen drums of gasoline and oil 
exploded and gave off dense smoke. 
A large crowd was attracted to the 
spectacular fire. Cherokee street 
cars were tied up for blocks. 

Edward H. Lebens, president of 
the automobile agency, vstimated 
damage to automoMiles, supplies 
and equipment at $60,000, and to 
the one-story brick building at 
$5000. The building is »swned by 
H. J. Tuthill of Ferguson, comic 
strip artist and creator of “George 
Bungle.”’ 

Damage estimated at $3200 was 
caused by a fire which started at 
10:20 o’clock last night in the A. 
B. Electric Co., 1302 Pine street, 
and spread to the automobile of 
Robert Gillen, president of the 
firm, parked in front, and to the 
adjoining store of the J. William 
Patten Floral Co. 

Spectators. reported hearing a 
slight explosion after the fire be- 
gan.

The Judge ruled that Manue!

States, through its armed forces, 
is ruling Nicaragua.” 

An affidavit submitted by Sec-

LOSING ITS CHARACTER 


Becoming Standardized, Says 
President Medary of Na- 
tional Association. 


Standardization of architecture 
throughout the United States, with 
consequent disappearance of the 
interesting and characteristic indi- 
vidual aspect of the structures in 
different cities and sections, |was 
deplored by Milton B. Medary, 
president of the American Institute 
of Architects, addressing the in- 
stitute’s sixty-first annual conven- 
tion, at Hotel Chase yesterday. He 
said: 

“The architecture we are creat- 
ing in the United States must ex- 
press the national life and recog- 
nize the influence of constantly in- 
creasing contacts with the rest of 
the world. 

Character Lost. 

“Cities once typical of the geo- 
graphical, historical and climatic 
conditions out of which a definite 
character was established. today 
exhibit a cleanly marked line be- 
tween that original character and 
the standardized type which is 
spfeading through all our cities.

Report Decries Trend.

But here is a concentration of money 
strength that calls for the highest sense of 
responsibility. Here is an imperial unity 
of power that can easily result in a plutoc- 
racy. We are, in a measure at least, 
glimpsing that “trusteeship of wealth” which 
President Baer, to the horror of ithe nine- 
ties, thought our rich men possessed by di- 
vine right. 3 


Now that money is beginning, in military 
parlance, to consolidate its lines, new 
abuses spring up that only the socially en- 
lightened intelligence of the financial group 
can check. 

These regal aggregations of wealth and 
power do not exist by divine right. e€ 
people gave and the people can take ie 
interest and profit cannot be the whole law 
and gospel of the dollar. The power of 
money is not as everlasting as the Rock of 
Gibraltar... There is no guaranty of its ten- 
ure. A money power that is politically ster- 
ile or indifferent, or politically selfish or 
shortsighted, may well be riding for a fall.

Although he came to the conclu- 
sion that bootlegging and corrup- 
tion were the main fruits of prohi- 
bition, and that the people ought to 
be heard through the ballot box on 
the question of continuing the ex- 
periment, there is little preaching 
in the book, the lesson being con- 
veyed through action and the de- 
velopment of the lives of the vari- 
ous characters. 

Briefly, the story opens 
Western copper mining town, 
which is temporarily ruined by a 
heavy fall in the price of copper. 
Before its collapse, it had the usual 
wide-open saloons and dives, pic- 
tured by the author at their worst. 
Then came prohibition. Migrating 
to a California city, the most de- 
praved of the saloonkeepers be- 
came a big bootlegger.

The girl was 
not bad, but thoroughly “modern,”’ 
as a bootlegger’s daughter might 
be. Her father grew rich, and po- 
litically powerful. The young fel- 
low, fascinated by the opportunity 
to acquire wealth, becomes the big 
bootlegger’s lieutenant. He goes 
from bad to worse, the story inci- 
dentally picturing many of the ac- 
tivities of the illicit liquor and 
“dope’’ trade.
